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Chicago, July 20.—In these days of 
social and domestic struggle the prob- 
lom of family belp is rapidly becoming 
one of the first importance in our great 
cities. Dr. Talmage’s sermon shows 
that domestic service, far from being 
a vocation to be despised, should right- 
ly be regarded as one of honor and lu- 
crajive reward. The text is Matthew 
xx, 27, “Whosoever will be chief among 
you, let him be your servant.” 

Startling theme! Apparently a con- 
tradiction in terma, but really a pro- 
found truth proved by reason and ex- 
perience. The men most honored in the 
world today and the men of the past, 
whose names history will never for- 
get, are the men who have rendered the 
world the best service. Eminence and 
lasting fame are won not by riches or 
titles, but by doing something that Den- 
efits others. That is a sound general 
principle which applies not only to the 
highest walks of life, but to the 
humblest. It may correct our views of 
a station which it is now the fashion 
to hold in small esteem if we see how 
it is affected by this principle. I speak 
of the girls who, In performing the 
humble duties of domestic service, con- 
tribute so much to the comfort and 
happiness of a family. 

The tremendous opportunities of use- 
fulness open to a consecrated domestic 
is the subject. No position today ac- 
ceasible to a woman of ordinary men- 
tal and physical capabilities will bring 
greater returns, financially and spirit- 
ually, than that offered to the average 
servant girl. The goda were supposed to 
have allowed the beautiful queen of 
Cyprus to bless her little kingdom in a 
wonderful way. Every place of the 
rocky island which her foot might 
‘touch would instantly be covered with 
brilliantly colored flora or with rich 
| green verdure. Not so does God endow 
any human being; but in a better way 
does the fable come true. The humble 
domestic servant, be she cook in the 
| kitchen, or a guardian in the nursery, 
or a waitress in the dining room, or 
simply a chambermald, may live a life 
| which will carry fragrance wherever it 
gocs. 

Twe Classes of Servants, 

But this sermonic theme has its dark 
side as well as its bright. It is shad- 
owed either by avoidance or by sloth- 

fulnese—by avoidance because In de- 
| spising it and seeking otber occupa- 
tions inconveniences and social dim- 
culties are entailed on others; by sloth- 
fulness because no one can do a duty 
badly or carelessly without deteriorat- 
ing in character. The kitchen or the 
nursery may be a throne room, with a 
consecrated domestic servant as a 
queen, or it may be a den of miserable 
Grodgery and the scene of constant 
Dickering and discontent. In olden 
times there were two classes of serv- 
ants, both male and female. The one 
was that consecrated band of workers 
which clearly realized that true serv- 
ice, no matter how bumble, implied 
honor and usefulness, Thus Joshua, 
great mau that be was, gladly and 
Willingly became the servant of Moses, | 
and Elisha was the servant of the | 
great Elijah, and Eliezer was the serv- 
ant of Abraham and Samuel of BIL 
These men knew that they, in their 
humble spbere, were working for the 
advaucement of the world as truly as 
were their masters im their more con- 
*picuous sphere. 

The second class of servants was 
posed of the sullen slaves captured 
ar. They were, for the most part, 

disgruntied and rebellious servitors. 
They felt that the tyranny of fate had 
placed the captives’ manacies upon 
their wrists, and as soon as possible 
they would fee when chance for es- 
cape offered. Bo there are women to- 
Gay serving in tho kitchen and in the 
nutwery who act as if they believe that 
they ure captured slaves. They are 
grumbling “ngainst their work and 
meager pay. They are spending one 
half of their time in fading fault 
with thelr mistresses and the other 
half in trying to find out a way of es 
cape into some other occupation where 
they can have more liberty and in- 
creased emoluments. As we would 
praise the grand work of the conse- 
crated domestic, so we would denounce 
the evil behavior of the “wicked and- 
slothful servant." We would try to 
show that the servant girl who buries 
her one talent in a napkin and refusce 
to do her legitimate work is just an 
reprebensible in God's aight as the 
king or queen who deliberately equan- 
ders a life's capital of teu talents. Di- 
vine rewards and punishments are not 
dependent upon the amount of returns 
accompliabed by God's children, but 
upon the faithfulness and consecra- 
tion with which we perform the tasks 
he has given us to do. 
Conceraisg the Word *RoyaL” 

The word “royal” is not restricted to 
station. It is legitimately applied to 
any woman whose conduct id ber own 
sphere is noble and talthful- conduct 
“which ts becoming or Ötting to a 
queen.” Nor is the financial compen- 
sation for her service ingdequate. Fier 
remuneration le as la as any other 
Wage earner in proportion to the phys 
ical labor aud mental training which 
are required of her, Prove it? 1 will.

A Merchant never considers the gross 
returns of his business, but the net. 
He says to himself: “These goods were 
sold for so much. Now I must find out 
my expensce—so much for store rent, 
sọ much for night watchman, so. much 
for expreesage, so much for commercial 
travelers, so much for advertising, 80 
much for taxes, so much for this and 
sọ much for that aud the other thing.” 
Then that merchant subtracts the ex- 
penses from the gross receipts, and he 
says, IL make so much net.“ No ad- 
vantage in buying goods in a foreign 
market if the tariff laws eat up all the 
profits or in raising potatoes and apples 
in thé Dakotas or Montana it the rall- 
road freight to bring the fruit to the 
market costs more thau the goods are 
worth. No financial advantage in be 
ipg a downtown clerk and receiving 
$8 or $10 a week if the expenses of 
room rent and car fare and the lunch 
counter and board and laundry bill 
and extra clothes absorb all the salary. 
And so when you place the net income 
of an average servant girl against that 
of an average clerk you find her salary 
is mostly gain, while his, at the end 
of the week, after his legitimate ex- 
penses have been met, is absolutely 
nothing or about nothing. 


Income of Servant Giris. 

I am talking about the princely net 
income of an average servant girl. Dut 
if you are going to judge the condition 
of each class of laborer by the standard 
of money then the servant girl is not 
only better paid, but she receives 
steadier service all the year round. She 
is not laid off like the masons or car- 
penters or the lake sailors or like the 
many employees who, though during 
the busy seasons they receive high 
wages, are idle during certain months 
of the year. The royal domestic can 
have perpetual employment. Thus, 
from a financial standpoint, I would 
commend to our sisters and daughters 
this noble work of the kitchen and the 
nursery. 1 commend the occupation 
to you because the financial returns are 
princely in comparison with the mental 
equipment which many of you are able 
to consecrate to this service. 

But there is still another advan- 
tageous aspect of the question which 
should not be overlooked. Eliezer, the 
servant, was the chief man in Abra- 
ham’s household. In how many Amer- 
ican hous sholda, think you, is the cook 
the principal functionary, upon whose 
ekill and proficiency the physical, and 
to a very large extent niso the moral, 
condition of the family depends? There 
are, I will venture to affirm, hundreds 
of thousands of homes in our large 
cities, to say nothing of as many more 
in the towns and villages, where the 
defection or Incapacity of the cook or 
housekeeper would mean confusion 
and misery. A good, honest, Intelligent 
cook is a conservator of health and 
happiness. Brillat Savarin once sald 
that be who invented a new sauce was 
a benefactor to mankind. So the cook 
who brightens your table with a well 
ordered dinner and whose culinary 
kill gives zest to appetite is a bene 
There are chefs, 
many of them, who by reason of their 
skill command salaries reaching up in- 
to the thousands of dollars. They un- 
derstand the chemistry of the kitchen; 
they have made a study of dietetics, 
and their experience la quite as vale 
able to their employers as that of the 
skilled physician, There ls abundant 
scope for ambition in the kitchen. 

A@vantage of Domestic Service. 

Another advantage offered by do- 
mestic service ls that its surroundings 
are purer. The royal domestic is sub- 
jected to leas temptations than are her 
Sisters who are earning their livelihood 
in other walks of Jife Queen Victoria 
in Windsor castle for over Afty years 
refused knowingly to give audience to 
any man of woman of impure and 
Wicked lifo A royal servant girl, If 
she enters n Christian bome, can, ns a 
queen, choose her own associntes, She 
can go with good people If sho will 
The choice rests with ber and with her 
alone. r 

This statement fs not always true in 
reference to women who have to work 
tor their living outelde of the four 
walls of a bome. Without they are 
often compelled, even against thelr 
Wills, to inhale the vitlating atmos 
phere of sin. They are often com 
pelled to see sighta which their eyes 
ougbt never to behold aud to hear say 
ings which ought never to be heard 
and to stand shoulder to shoulder with 
mortal lepers, Whose sins, if not con- 
tagious, by too much association may 
become fatally infectious Here, for 
instance, is a young girl Just arrived 
from the country. She deckles to enter 
a factory and become a day wage 
earner, That factory has scores of 
giris whom she would never dare in 
troduce to her old Christian mother 
That youug girl within four weeks’ 
service in that factory hns seen and 
beard more wickedness than she has 
ever known before, Then this young 
girl goes from her factory to ber board 
ing bouse. Upon her smali salnry she 
annot afford to pay n very blig board 


biil. The result is that she Ryes in a 
boarding house wear ber dally work 

That boarding house in all probability 
has young giris in it whose lives are 
mot what they ought to be. Bering sin 
by day and necessarily secing and 
hearing about sin by night bas a hard- 
ening influence upon the young girl's 
soul, Of course, the Divine Protector 
can and will preserve that young cout- 
try girl true and pure and noble if she 
Keeps clinging to the omnipotent arm, 
but without that superhuman ald the 
moral tendency for the female worker 
io the factory Ùs doWnward. The life 
there is in some respects the same as 
that upon the theatrics) stage, about 
Which a noted actor oneco wrote, “The 
saddest fact about my profession is 
that the constant seeing of what one 


town cry goods Btores soine Who uu uug 
expect their clerks to Avro upon thel 
salaries. There ore hundreds and thou- 
sands of those young girls whose cost 
ly dress proves that they are not living 
upon their weekly wages. Everywhere 
in those downtown stores sin stands 
around with outstretched arms erying: 
“Come! Come and wear fine clothes! 
Come and be respected as you cannot 
be in the kitchen or the nursery! Come 
and have your nights to yourself! 
Come and see the brightest part of city 
life through the undimmed eyes of 
youth.” And the young girls from the 
country, by the pe and thou- 
sands, are turning backs upon the 
refined employment of a domestic life 
and flinging themselves into the whirl- 
ing, brain destroying, heart crushing 
maelstrom of temptation, where 80 
many have been destroyed forever. 

The royal domestic should be among 
the most honored of aH women. It 
largely depends on her remliness to 
perform her dutics and her efliciency in 
her service whether or no this country 
is to be a nation of homes. “God set- 
teth the solitary in families,” or as you 
could read it in the Bible margin, “God 
setteth the solitary in a house.“ What 
docs that mean? Simply this: Every 
ideal unit of society should be a home. 
What is an ideal home? A father and 
a wother for the beads of the table, 
children for the nursery, servants to 
help provide for the domestic wants, 
While the husband is off to business 
the wife must be dolng ber work in the 
house,’ Dut there is a limit to a wife's 
physical and mental eapacities. No av- 
erage mother can perform her do: j)estic 
work without help. She cannot be 
nurse and dressmaker and cook and 
chambermaid and waltress and mir- 
keter all in one. She must have female 
assistance. She must bavo un servant 
or servants to ald her, or else she must 
give up housekeeping. As a strange 
and unaccountable prejudice has gone 
abroad against our daughters aud sis- 
ters going to wor as servants in the 
kitchen, one by one the homes of 
America are being closed. The husbands 
and wives, with their children, ars 
going to live in boarding houses and 
hotels. If you ask the average wife 
why she gives up bousekceping, she 
will answer: “I could po longer endure 
the unreasonableness of servants. The 
‘servant girl question’ simply racked 
my nerves until I was in torture. One 
day I would scem to be getting along 
all right. But if the washing wns a 
little larger than usual, or 1 com? «ned 
about my servant being out too late at 
night, or I had some extra company for 
dinner, suddenly I would find mysplf 
servantiess, with all the work to do in 
the kitchen. I could not stand the 
strain.” When the servant girl gocs 
out of the American bome, tben the 
front door of that American bome is 
barred and locked. 


A Vital tastitation. 

“But,” says some one to me, “is the 
responsibility of the American girl who 
Will not become a domestic servant so 
great? Cannot men and women who 
live in boarding houses and hotels be 
Just as good as those husbands and 
wives who have their own bomes?" 
No, my brother, I do not think so. I 
believe the Christian home is the most 
vital institution for good in all Amer- 
len I believe it the foundation 
stone not only of the altar of Christ, 
but also of the temple of neighborly 
love and also of our national legisla 
tive hall. It a man la not anchored in 
a locality by a home, that implica he 
bas, as a rule, no individual church 
connection. He is not living under the 
shadow of the church spire where his 
father lived and where hia children 
Wore born

The home is the foundation atone of 
the temple of pafflotiem, It has been 
well snid by a great writer, “The surest 
way to destroy anarchy Is to bring 
about a soctal condition where crery 
man can own a home.” Wb a Man 
sits upon his own doorstep he truly 
feels he Is an American citizen. He 
will then, If necessary. be more willing 
to die for that country ot hien his 
home la a part. And one of the great 
est curses blasting our large cities to- 
day la not that their people tre bad, 
but that they are becoming a people 
Without homes. They are living for 
the most part in boarding bonves und 
in rented rooms, from which they can 
move out at a couple of weeks’ notice 
Oh, women of America whom God is 
calling to the service of a domestic, 1 
plead and beg of you to take up your 
noble work. I plead aud fog of you 
in the name of Christ that you help 
nve the the Christian homes 
No throne of usefulness, I care not 
how high it may be, can ever overtop 
that which makes it possible for the 
little children to gatker around ‘thelr

I have known scores and hundreds 
of men over fifty years of age who 
were physically able to do work, but 
could not get work merely because 
their daughters, who at that time 
should have been at school, were fil- 
ing the positions which their fathers 
and brothers ought to have filled. 
The Christian Domestic, 

Now, women of America whom God 
has called to be consecrated domestics, 
I plead with you to enter the kitchen 
and the nursery and the home because 
that is one of your natural spheres— 
that Is a place where God wants you to 
work. The Christian domestic should 
be honored both on earth and in heav- 
en because she is not only able to do 
her own work, but also to impress her 
consecrated life indelibly upon others, 
Did she not do it with the emperor of 
all the Russias? When the old nurse 
of Emperor Alexander died did he not, 
us well as all his brothers, who were 
grand dukes, follow that sacred body 
to the family tomb? They not only 
followed it afoot, but walked for three 
long miles through a blinding Russian 
snowstorm. Did not a humble Chris- 
tlan nurse start forth Lord Shaftes- 
bury upon his great mission of life? 
When the famous English philanthro- 
pist’s halr had been slivered by the rav- 
ages of many winters he testified in 
public meeting, “All that I have been 
able to do for Christ and my fellow 
men is due to the gospel teachings of 
my old Christian nurse.“ As the little 
Jewish maiden, who was a servant 
girl, sent the warrior Nanman down to 
the river Jordan to be cured of leprosy, 
has there not been in our past lives 
some consecrated Christian domestic 
who was able to help send us to the 
waters of life to be cured of our lep- 
rosy of sin?

His 
name is Rooney, and his story, as the 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune tells 
it, gives a hearty account of the man 
who even as president was ready to 
unbend to trivial amusements. 

When Lincoln was practicing lw 
in Springfield, he lived a few doors 
from Rooney, who used to wrestle with 
him. Whenever Lincoln saw a chance 
for a game of ball, he rushed ogt of his 
office, with his tall silk hat and long 
tailed coat, and joined the sport. 

During the wrestling match that of- 
ten followed—wrestling was Lincoln's 
favorite sport—Lincoln’s hat. coat, cra- 
vat and braces hung on the fence. 

His tall bat was a target for the ball, 
and many a silk tile was ruined by the 
players. In reaching for balla Lincoln's 
long arms did good service. He played 
the game as he played all games—with 
all his might. 


Modern Carthage. 

For the first time in many centuries 
something modern has appeared on the 
site of the ancient city of Carthage.

HORTIGULTURISTS MEET 


At The Peninsula Plant Farm. About 150 
Fruit Gulturists Enjoy An interesting 
Day. Mr. Alen's Large Cantaloupe 


The Maryland Horticultural Society 
and 1 D Bo- 
clety held a joint on arm 
of . W. F. Allen inet Thursday, 
about one mile from town. There was 
a large gathering of fruit culturtste of 
Maryland and Delaware. About 150 
including a few of Mr. Allen's neigh- 
bors and personal friends in the county 
being present. Many of the visitors 
came in on evening trains Wednesday, 
others on the early morning trains and 
wany as late asthe noon train from 
Delaware. The principal object of the 
gachering was to witness tne picking 
and packing of the cantaloupe crop, 
now in its height. Mr. Allen grows 
two varieties, tne Colorado Gem and 
the Maryland Gem, the latter being one 
of his own strains. He has in cultiva- 
tion this year sixty acres, from which 
he will ship about twenty five cars. 
These are all packed in refrigerator 
cars, carring from four to five hundred 
to the car, standard ‘carriers. In ad- 
dition to the Standard size Mr. Allen 
uses some special carriers for 
special goods and markets. Mr. 
len proved conclusively to his visitors 
that one ofthe secrets of making the 
cantaloupe crop a success is in the as 
sorting, packing and method of ship- 
ping, including refrigeration, the stock 
being assorted not only as to quality, 
but size so thata retailer who buys a 
carrier of 45 cantaloupes knows that he 
will get that number all alike, the last 
one in carrier being the same kind, size 
and quality as the fret. Mr. Allen 
will have shipped twenty care by the 
last of the week, The visitors ex 
ed themselves as well pleased with the 
methods used by Mr. Allen in hand 
ling the crop. z 

Another subject of special interest 
to many present was his hes from 
an orchard, to be exact, 264 trees. This 
orchard is now six years old. It is of 
a variety propagated by Mr. Allen 
himself. Last year he shipped from it 
about 250 carriers that cleared him 
something over 8500. This year he 
will ship about 500 carriers and at the 
present ruling market will net from 
$800 to $1000. It was currently report 
ed that Mr. Harrison, the largest peach 
nursersman of the State had opened 
negotiations with Mr. Allen to propa- 
gate the peach und put it on the market 
The peach experts of Delaware, we un- 
derstand, were of the opinion that the 
peach bad decided merit. Mr. Allen 
has so far had no thought of putting it 
on the market but has had trees grown 
only for himself, 

We understand that he intends to in- 
crase bis acreage this fall. Alter 
witnessing Mr. Allen's modus operandi 
of packing canteloupes and peaches 
those present were invited to witness 
Mr. Schneck’s modus vivendi which 
took place in a grove ou the farm, 
where about 150 persons participated. 
The lunch was cold but served in good 
taste and abundance as Mr. Schneck 
aiways doer.

Opening the scroll of 
gospel triumphs, the names of the 
greatest preachers and organizers have 
been men; but in the ordinary walks 
of religious life the consecrated female 
workers have always outnumbered the 
consecrated male workers. In the his- 
tory of the Christian church the women 
members as a class, have rarely failed 
Christ In hours of need.

But, though in military parlance we 
may talk about the “man behind the 
gun,” we cannot in the church mill 
tant. Itis the “woman behind the gos 
pel gun” who for centuries upon cen 
turies has borne tho greatest brunt of 
religious strife. it is the “woman be- 
hind the gospel gun“ in the home, in 
the church, on the street, in the coun 
try, in the city and in the foreign 
missions who has carried the name of 
Jesus Christ all around the world. It 
is the “woman behind the gospel gun“ 
Who has won the greatest gospel vic 
tories for our churches In the past 
Therefore the purpose of this sermon 
is to make a manly plea to the fathers 
and busbands, brothers and sona, of 
the families of our churches to take 
their positions in religious work beside 
their mothers and wires, sisters and 
daughters. 

Nearly every man in my audienco 
today is a believer in Jesus Christ. It 
is so with other churches. Iniidels and 
agnostics are still numerous, unban 
pily, but they are not In our churches, | 
and the voice from the pulpit docs not 
reach their cars. My ministry so far 
as preaching to infidels and atheists 
and agnostics ls concerned Is practical- 
ly ended. Theodore Cuyler, the grand 
old man of the Brooklyn pulpit, lately 
declared that in a ministry of over 
sixty years be had never yet preached 
a ermon upon the divine authenticity 
of the Scriptures. He believed that 
almost every person with whom bis 
work came in contact was pot only a 
believer in the Bible, but also in the 
divinity of Jesus Christ. 1 belteve that 
Dr. Cuyler is right. I believe that ev- 
ery man in church today is not only a 
believer in Jesus Christ, but that be 
also expects some day to receive Christ 
as his Baviour and to be redeemed 
from sin by the atonement of the cross.

He Is a shirk, a use 
less shirk. And it there is anything 1 
despise it is a shirk, draining and sap 
ping my energies, as the vampires in 
mythological times used to suck out the 
Ute's blood of their human victims.” 

The Shirk In Religion, 

Now, if you despise a shirk in pleas- 
ure and despise a shirk in business, 
how ia it that you are willing to be 
yourself a shirk in religion? You, my 
brother, believing In Jesus Christ and 
hoping some day to be cternally saved 
by his blood, ought in common hon- 
esty to fully reniize that your actions 
towanl the church are Just as despica- 
ble aud contemptible «as the shirking 
characteristics which..you despise in 
others. You ure practically saying to 
yoursely: “I want to some dny reach 
heaven; bat in the meantime I want 
my wife, my mother, my sister, my 
Car tor, to do all my praying and 
working ln the church. When I am in 
my last sickness I want thelr minister 
to come and fix things all up for me 
in a spiritual sense. And when I am 
dend I want their minister to state 
over my casket that I have repented 
at the eleventh hour and have been 
saved all right. In other words, I want 
to win every Joy and bope of the re 
ligious faith without lifting a hand 
for Christ, without doling one stroke of 
work lu the Master's service.” Oh, my 
brother, such a statement as that is so 
mean and despicable I do not belleve 
you have ever fully realized what your 
gospel shirking has signified. Come, 
man, and be a true man in the spiritu- 
nl as well as in the temporal way. 
Come and take off your cont in holy 
enthusiasm. Do not compel the wom- 
en folks of your familles to longer 
bear the brunt of the gospel struggle. 
At it In the name of the Lord Jesus! 
At it now! At it all the time! Hear 
the plea of the maniicst Christian man 
who ever lived. This plea be made to 
men: “Help those women! Help 
those women!“ Help them now. 

A strong, rebust, manly man compels 
the adnmilrntion of other men. There is 
n popular theory abroad that a manly 
manu can ever fascinate the mascu- 
Une world as n benutiful woman can. 
But I do not think that that theory is 
true. I know It is not in my own case. 
I also know it Is not true with many 
of my gentlemen friends. Often, when 
through crowded thor 
oughfares of Chlengo, I have had a 
member of ny family say, “Did you 
ever see a more beautiful face than 
that?’ “Who? Where?’ 1 would ask. 
“Why, that beautiful woman who was 
ralking there with that man.“ “Oh,” 

roukl unawer, “IE did not sce the 
L did kee the I was 
Lim very clowly. My! He 
ng There was a some- 
thing In the look of lils eye, In the set 
of his mouth, In the strength of bis 
shoulders and in bis well poised, self 
confident walk that proved to me he 
was a lender among men. 1 did not sce 
the woman. but what a fine specimen 
of a man he was!“ 1 believe that the 
fascinat strong man has 
upon me is the same fascination which 
he lina upon all men except those men- 
tal wonk lings iaseuline nonenti- 
tics who think that the chief purpose 
for which a man was croated was to 
ent and sleep, to dress and undress. 

If n maniy man le to Imro such a 
grent lufluence upon other men, who 
will be able to do your Christian work 
unleua you are willing to do It? There 
are persons and spheres which you, and 
only you, can reach. The women who 
have labored with Paul in the gospel 
cannot do It Your mother, wife, or 
kister, or daughter cannot do it. You 
know that there are today down in 
your store some clerks whom no human 
being can touch for Christ as you, 
their employer, con touch, It you will. 

Would you not be n Christian mer- 
chant like Wiliam E. Dodge, or a 
Christian statesman Ike Governor 
George N. Rriggu, or n Christinan soldier 
like Genem! O. O. Howard or A. W. 
Reilly, or n Christian physician Ike 
Charles Jewett, or a Christian lay 
president of a college like Mark Hop- 
kine? Those men Und great Influence 
In the Gnanectal, or the professional, or 
the political reali. Thetr greatest and 
most far reaching Intluence, however, 
was when, as carnest, consecrated 
Christian londers, they stood before the 
young mon of this world as living ex- 
ample of faith in Jesus Chriat. They 
were manly Christlans the busy 
Marts appealing to men

The Duty of Man. 

Every true man knows that his wife 
ia not as useful and Gctive a member 
of the Christian church when she goes 
to church alone as she Would be if her 


are very sacred. They unify in more 
ways than one the twain who once 
stood at the nuptial altar. After a 
husband and a wife have been living 
together for many, many years they 
not only. begin to think alike, but also 
to grow to look alike. I have again 
and again noticed the similarity of 
looks which are seen upon the faces 
of aged husbands and wives who have 
long lived side by sida, They have un- 
consciously absorbed parts of ench oth- 
er's physieul as well aù mental person- 
alities, So when a husband la an ir- 
religious man, u nonchurchgocr, a 
scoffer, a ridiculer, bla snecrs and 
shortcomings have a marked evil effect 
upon the life of the Christian woman 
who at the marriage altar bas plodged 
to ulm her love and her life. She may 
U ht against deterioration as she will, 
but In splte of herself she caunot be 
as good n woman as if she had married 
a good Christian man, who has been 
consecrated to the service of the Lord 
Jesus Christ from the day that he left 
‘his mother’s home. 

Husbands, tn view of this tremendous 
fact, are you ready today to curtail 
to a greater or less extent the spiritual 
usefulness of your wife? Are you 
ready to curtail her spiritual influence 
over the life of her children because 
her own spiritual life, on account of 
your personal indifference and sins, has 
been depleted? Are you ready for the 
some sinful marital cause to curtail 
her influence in the church and in the 
neighborhood? Because you wish her 
to be a social queen are you more de- 
sirous of seeing her surrender the bot- 
ter part of herself to the service of the 
world rather than to the service of her 
Divine Master? 


Thé Husband's Responsibility, 
But I take a step further in this 

thought. Have you thought that you 
may, perhaps, totally destroy your 
wife's faith in Jesus Christ? Many 
and many a husband bas done this be- 
fore, and perhaps yow may be doing 
this now. If you, O man, are indiffer- 
ent to the gospel message, and shall be 
eternally destroyed, perhaps your wife 
may become indifferent about her own 
salvation. Perhaps aue may be willing 
to be destrayed so that she can say to 
you ns Ruth of olf said to Naomi: 
“Entreat me not to leave thee, or to 
return from following after thee; for 
whither thou goest I will go, and where 
thou lodgest I will lodge; thy peop'e 
shall be my people and thy Cod my 
God.” I once beard of an African 
chief who came one day to a mission- 
ary and mid, “Missionary, If I accept 
Jesus Christ will 1 be sared?” “Yes,” 
answered the missionary. Well, mis- 
sionary, as my father did not accept 
Jesus Christ, will be be eternity de- 
stroyed?" “Yes,” answered the mils- 
slonary, not séeing whither the ques- 
tion led. “And my grandfather and 
great-grandfathers, are they all de- 
stroyed beenuse they did not accept 
Jesus Christ?" “Yea,” answered the 
missionary, without thought of the et- 
fect of his answer. Them the African 
chief lifted high his Bead as he an- 
swered: “Missionary, I reject your 
Christ. I do not wish to be separated 
even In death from oxy father. I pre 
fer to be eternally destroyed as he is 
eternally destroyed.” 

Ob, sinful husband. glorying in the 
intensity of your wife's affection for 
you, have you ever thoaght of the ex 
tremity to which that love may carry 
her? What it she should so destre to 
be with you that, rather than be sep- 
arated from you after death, „She 
should give up Christian usefulness— 
give up her God and heaven? What 
will be your remorse Mf you have to la- 
ment not only the loss of your own 
soul, but the eternal woe which love 
of you has brought upon her? Today 
you may be deciding not oniy your 
own eternal destiny, but you may be 
destroying your Christian wife's) spir- 
nal welfare. Side by aide you wero 
atthe altar. Side by aide vou win be 
iu the grave. Side by side you may be 
in eternal despair, 

Church Membership. 

But 1 would like te speak a word 
before I close to the good, moral, Chris- 
tian man who believes in God and yet 
is not a church member, You are 
ready to confess him in private com 
versation and yet not willing te publie 
ly confess bim as a church member, 
though in that way you might help 
the women who are laboring in the 
gospel. In spite of orthodox doctrine 
I shrink from the thought that you 
will over be ultimately destroyed. But 
this 1 do know your actions in refus 
ing church membership may be the 
means of destroying scores and scores 
of immortal souls. 

That church membership is a mighty 
help to every man in his struggle te 
lend a truer, purer, nobler Christias 


simply as un manly Christian man, ap 
pealing to men, If 1 had my own way 
in the world, and had the Intellect to 
do it, I believe 1 could give my Saviour 
better service outside of the pulpit than 
inside I belleve I could have a wider 
influence upon the Christian world, if, 
as a puccossful lawyer, I could testify 
for Christ ug u noted lawyer, Thomas 
MeDeugnl, used to testify, wook by 
week in Lis Bible clans; if ns a Chris- 
tan statesman I could testify for 
Christ ns Wiliam ©.

Do it without a public profession 
of 1 Obrist before the church al 
tars 
Being able by the grace of God te 
persuade n good, moral, upright man te 
poblicly profess Jesus Christ in a 
church aisle was the means, I believa 
by which I have accomplished my 
@reatest single work for good in the 
göspel ministry. That man was one of 
the leading millionaires of, Pittsburg 
Hyery one who knew him was ready te 
testify that ho was square through and 
through. His word was as good as bis 
bond. He was the soul of honor. Yel 
year in and year out he went among 
the business men of the Smoky City 
as a good, moral man and not as s 
Christian man. The young man sald: 
“Well, if I\can bo as straight and true 
as Mr. So-and-So, that is all I ask. 1 
guess my chance for heaven will be 
frst class.” I heard of such remarks 
made by the young men. I made up 
my mind I would carry them straight 
to that millionaire. It was morally 
the bravest act I ever did. I was ai 
that time merely a boy and therefore 
it was doubly hard. First I prayed 
over the matter. I felt that I had a 
right, and a full right, to go to God and 
ask him for what was on my heart 
Then I started for that rich man’s 
house. I rang the bell and entered the 
parlor. When he came down I began 
to plead in the name of my Christ. } 
sald to him: “Mr. So-and-So, I know 
you are a Christian. No man with your 
habits and your bringing up could help 
being a Christian.

There la a very common sign upon all 
the board fences today, in which Henry 
George stands with uplifted hand, aay- 
ing. “I am for men.” Todny, as Christ's 
messengor, I am plending for men. I 
want Christian men for gospel visita- 
tion. I want Christian men for the 
prayer meeting and for the church offi. 
cers. I want the Peters and Lukes and 
Matthews, DBartholomews, Jobna nnd 
Pauls and the Timothys of the present 
generation. In otber words, as a Chris 
tan pastor, I come today and say, O 
man, in the name of Jesus Christ, we

Spools From Pulp. 

The process of making spoola from 
pulp has been in course of development 
for the past two yenrs, and many ob- 
atacies had to be overcome before the 
spool was perfected. It was compara- 
tively casy to mold the spool into the 
proper form, but after it had become 
dry and hard the difficulty was to 
grind or turn it Into the proper size to 
hold the required amount of thread. 
This trouble has now been overcome. 
Pulp will be used only for the largo 
size of spools, as it is not practical to 
make the smaller sizes of that material. 

Many of the large spools are merely 
four inches In diameter, and up to the 
present time they have been made of 
When they were first made 
they were turned from a single plece 
of wood, but It was discovered that in 
many cases the preasure of the thread 
ns it wae wound on the spool would 
push the head off the barrel, although 
it was the same piece of wood, In 
order to remedy this difficulty it be 
came necessary to make the large 
p from three pieces, the barre! and 
two honda, and when the beads were 
closely fitted to the barre! and glued 
they wore found to romaln better than 
when they were one ploce of wood.—

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THE SILVER DOLLAR. 


Prexwed Out of Coté Metal, it Ie Hard 
to Countertets, ` 

A bank cashier of long experience 
stated recently that fully a halt of the 
silver dollars in everyday circulation 
wore counterfeit. He declared that as 
there was only a little more than 50 
cents’ worth of sliver in a dollar coun- 
terfeitera were making thom of the ex- 
act purity and fineness of dollars 
coined by the government, The bank 
clerk sald that the makers were clear- 
ing about 25 cents upon each dollar 
made. ‘This story went the rounds of 
the newspapers and waa believed by 
most people. 

Thomas R. MeManus, a government 
secret service operator, whose business 
it is to know all about counterfeit 
moncy, said: 

“I read that statement when it was 
printed. It was too ridiculous for so- 
rious attention by experts, but as it 
was believed by a great many people 
it might be worth while to say that 
of every 100,000 silver dollars in ctr- 
culation not more than one is a coun- 
terfeit with any percent of silver in 
it. It is true that a man could make a 
dollar with the same amount of sil¥er 
in it that the goverument puts in and 
make a good profit on it if he could 
pass it, and many poople wonder why 
it Is not done more than it is. 

“The reason is very simple. All gov- 
ernment coins are stamped out of sheets 
of cold motal- This gives the coin a 
clearness and sharpness of line that 
could never be approached in a coin 
made of molten metal run in a mold. 
Au expert can tell at a glance a coin 
that has been run in a mold, because 
the metal does not Ol) out the lines and 
corners, So, as a fret proposition, your 
successful counterfeiter of colns must 
set up machinery that would stamp 
the coins out of cold metal. 

“A plant of this kind would cost so 
many thousands of dollars that no 
man with that .much money would 
think of Investing it in so risky a busi- 
ness. That is preventive No, 1, The 
second is that such machinery in opera- 
tion, located in a city, would shake 
the building and be so nolsy that it 
would soon be discovered. It would be 
out of the question to operate such a 
plant in the country, of course. In- 
quisitive country people would soon 
nose it out, and the government's oper- 
ators would soon pounce upon it. Sọ, 
in brief, I've told you why the bank 
cashier's story was a very allly one, 
You can add, to give it further effect, 
that an expert can detect a counter- 
feit silver čoln the moment hd sees and 
touches it.“ — Kansas City Star. 


What We Pay For Oar Lives. 

An authority on life insurance mat- 
tors has boon gathering some striking 
statistics on the subject of Insurance 
policies and payments. In 0,333 eities 
and fowns in the United States during 
the year 1902 the total distribution to 
policy holders and their beneficiaries 
exceeded $320,000,000. In the distribu- 
tion of this sum among the larger cities 
New York holds frat place, $22,045,475 
of the total sum having been distrib- 
uted there in 1002, Philadelphia fol- 
lows the metropolia with a record of 
receipts aggregating $8,020,008. Chi- 
cago holds third place with a record of 
$6,022,457. In each case those Oigures 
show au advance over those of the pro- 
ceding year, which fact has led our 
authority into making some luterosting 
prophecies. At the rate of distribution 
recorded for tho past yoar it is estimat- 
od that the life Insurance companies of 
New York (exclusive of Brooklyn) are 
pledged to pay something like $400,- 
000,000 to the citizens of Manbattan 
within the next twenty years, while 
Philadciphia will receive 180.000.000. 
Chicago $140,000,000, Brooklyn 100. 
000,000 and Boston §120,000,000. As 
more than §10,000,000,000 in policies 
ia carrkd in this country at the pres- 
ont timo the rate of Increase suggests 
astounding poasibiiities for the future. 
—Harper's Weekly. 

Werltd’s Fair Dignoess. 

From one polnt of view the fair at 
St. Louls stands for bigness. The long- 
ent cathedral in England, for instance, 
which is Winchester, I believe, could 
not reach half way the length of the 
Varied Industries building, and could 
barely extend through its narrowest 
part from front to rear, and this is 
only one of n dozen of the largest bulld- 
ings of approximately the same size. 
The amount of money which will be 
spent directly to create and maintain 
this world’s foir will be about four 
times the sum that was pald for the 
territory whose purchase this fair ts to 
celebrate. 

Magnitude is, of course, not the high 
est of qualities, and compared with 
some other qualities it does not signify 
much. But it is not necessarily to be 
treated with contempt. There are some 
things besides fortunes that depend for 
their valye as much upon thelr sise as 
upon anything cls the Alps, for in 
stance, and the pyramids. Magnitude 
tends to cultivate both pride and bu 
mility. Those who visit the world's 
fair at t. Louls next year will prob 
ably be a prouder people, bat a set of 
humbler individuals.—Outlook

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MOVING PICTURE TRICKS. 


How the Diegraph te Made te Show 
Seomtnaly Impossible Things. 
The biograph, having depicted moat 
things iu the world of fact, has now 
found new realms to conquer tn fiction, 
It bas become a juggler, or, as it 
might prefer to call itself, an “illusion- 
fat,” and the uncanny feats it performs 
will soon put its more human competi- 

tors to shame. 

It commenced tts performances by 
showing on the white sereen two men 
seated at a small table. They seem to 
be carrying on an excited conversation, 
but after some discussion agree to 
make a wager on the couse of the dis- 
pute. Then each takes from his walst- 
coat pocket a tiny doll dressed Uke a 
boxer ready for a champlonship match. 
The dolls are placed on the table, im- 
mediately come to lite“ and commence 
sparring in the most scientific manner. 
The two Gullivers applaud the lllips- 
tian pugilists as they tight vigorously 
In a space that might be covered with 
a dinner plate, and when at last a five 
gmin glove inflicts the “knockout” 
blow on a head that is smaller than an 
early green pea the congucror and the 
conquered are picked up and ignomini- 
ously replaced in the walstcoat pockets 
of their owners. 

This clever effect, the manager of 
the biograph company explained, is ob- 
tained by superimposing two films 
which are exposed separately. First 
the two men seated at the table act 
their part of the performance in front 
of the camera, and then another bio- 
graph photograph is taken of a boxing 
match, and the two rolis of films are 
then skillfully placed together. The 
difference in the size of the boxers and 
the onlookers la accounted for by the 
fact that the latter are placed much 
nearer to the camera than the former. 

But even more startling Musions 
than this can be produced. For in- 
stance, the blograpl throws upon the 
screen a picture of n headless man 
standing by a huge egg. from which 
one might expect a healthy young 
rooster to emerge. The decapitated 
man cracks the egg with a mallet aud 
discloses his missing bead inside, 

The face smiles recognition and al- 
lows the hands to take a few hundred 
ordinary sized eggs from its mouth, 
for no particular reason except to 
show that it is capable of further mira- 
clea. Then it looks longingly toward 
the neck and shoulders from which it 
has been exiled and is finally lifted into 
its place. The complete man then bows 
to the audience and disappears. It 
spoils a good illusion to describe too 
fully its inner mysteries, but it may 
be hinted that this effect 16 obtained 
by the judicious use of black velvet 
curtains, Binck velvet, in fact, is the 
material from which the modern bio- 
graph magician shapes his “invisible 
cloak,” and the garment is quite as ef- 
fective as the one the prince in An- 
dersen’s fairy talo wore when he set 
out to discorer the wicked doing of the 
witch.— London Mall. 


Experience of Drowning. 

We have not for a considerable time 
read anything more dramatic and life- 
like than the paper read by Dr. Low- 
non on this topic. Death by drowning 
has usually. been described as a pain- 
less and even a pleasant one, but Dr. 
Lowson is able to contradict this. Ia 
the early stage the most striking thing 
was intense, Intolerable pain in the 
chest. “It seemed aa if one were in a 
vise which was gradually being screw- 
ed up tight until it felt as if the ster- 
num and spinal column must break.” 
At this point the autbor had time to re- 
flect on how far wrong his old teacher, 
Bir Henry Littlejohn, had been when 
describing death by drowning as being 
as pleasant as “falling about in beaut 
ful green ficids in summer.” Gradual- 
ly, howover, after several abortive, 
gulping oforta to inspire, as the car- 
bonic acid In the blood began to iñ- 
crease, the pain began to lessen, and 
the mental condition became that of 
one in a pleasant dream, and, like a 
vivid dream, the author still retains 
momory of the clearness with which 
his view of the native “hills at bome” 
flashed across his mind. Before con- 
sciousness disappeared the sensations 
were positively pleasant, Dr. Lowson 
does not think that while consclousness 
lasts it is possible for any water to en- 
ter the trachea or lungs, though a good 
deal is swallowed. — London Medical 
Press.

Chicago, Aug. 0.—In this sermon the 
preacher suggests a new solution ot 
the much vered “servant question” 
which should appeal. to housekeepers 
and heads of families everywhere, The 
text is Palm exxill. 2 “As the eyes 
of a maiden unto the hand of her mis- 
tress,” 

Two weeks ago “The Privilege of Be- 
ing a Consecrated Domestic” was my 
subject. Today I preach from another 
standpoint of this vitally important 
theme—namely, “The Relations of 
Wives, Mothers and Housekeepers to 
Their Servants." We would try to 
show that the antagonisme and dif- 
culties and cstrangements existing 
between the parlor and the kitchen are 
due to faults upon both sides. It is 
easy Cnough for the complaining 
housewife to develop such keenness of 
censorious vision that she can sce in- 
numerabile imperfections in her serv- 
ant’s life, but when plucking the 
motes from out of her humble sister's 
eyes it is not always sọ easy for the 
mistress to perceive the beam, the 
huge destructive beam, projecting from 
under her own overarching eyebrows. 
That the housekeeper as well as the 
servant can be negligent in ber duty 
there is no doubt. The psalmist, as à 
spiritual diagnostician of the heart's 
weaknesses, asserts it. He figuratively 
seems to place the mistress as a proto- 
type before her domestics. Then, as a 
young artist crosses the seas to study 
at the feet of the olf masters and sits 
Say in and day & copying a Raphael's 
“Sistine Madonna” or a Paul Vero 
ness “Last Supper“ or a Rubens’ 
“Descent From the Cross” or a Michael 
Angelo’s “Last Judgment,” the psalm- 
ist raises the mistress upon a pedestal 
as a model for ber servants. Day in 

and day out the actiéns of the parlor 
are being duplicated in the kitchen. 
Adam Clark, the great commentator, 
| interprets these words of my text in 
the following way: “As servants look 
to their masters and mistrosses to see 
how they do their work, that they may 
do it in the same way,” sọ may we œr- 
rect some of the evils found in the 
kitchen by exposing the evils practiced 
in the parlor. All virtues are not 
clothed In broadcloth. All feminine un- 
faithfulness and injustice do not warm 
themselves near a kitchen stove or 
center in a stupid and stolid bead with 
a waitress’ cap or nestle in the selfish 
heart of the girl who, wearing & 
nurse's apron, pushes the baby's car 
riage slong the avenue. If the bead of 
the house wishes ber servants to be 
faithful and true to her then she must 
fret set af example of falthfuiness. 
She must be true and kind and loving 
and Christinniike to her servants and 
te all the people with whom she comes 
in contact in her domestice walk of 
dally life. 

Imeulcate Honesty by Precept. 
The housekeeper is ber servant's 

model. That implies that the mistress 
must be bonest if she wants ber sery- 
ants to be bonest Tinto, the philoso 
pher, once tried to convey the idea 
that an evil man's decds could be con- 
cealed. at least for a time. He ilius 
trated this thought by the story of the 
fabled Gyges ring. which could make 
the false actions of ite wearer Invisible 
to the naked eye “Thus,” wrote 
Pilato the Greek, “the truly honest man 
is the ope who would be bonest at all 
times when he could be dishonest and 
his dishonesty never be found out.” Hut 
fs euch a contingency possible? Who 
can ever be sure that his dishonesty 
te safely hidden? The eyes of rivals, 
employees, are keen 
and see more than we know, They 
are apt to imitate, too, both the good 
and the bad, so that one wrongdoer 
may cause deterioration through 
whole circles of his social inferiors. In 


the bome, as in business, the example 


of dishonesty has always the tendency 
‘to recoil on the wrongdoer. The mer 
chant who connives at 
cheating of the customers in bis im 


terests must not be surprised it the 


clerks cheat him in thelr own Interest, 


his clerk's 


À 
ha - 


mpa and not by e ing in a kitchen 
chair, Tho misti. lı spite of ber 
belt, is an cem! the domestic. 
Very often when i.o h. asew!fe is And- 
ing fault with ber svrvant she is 
nouncing the malfornusi results of 
own evil life, 

The housekeeper is the domestic’s 
model also in the mat! r of aympathy, 
If she wishes the se: «ts to be sym- 
pathetic with ber trocblea, then the 
thousekceper must be «ympathetie with 
theirs, Her knowledge of her servants 
Ought not to be limited to their serv- 
jce. Sho should take an Interest in their 
personal concerns and give them coun- 
gel and help in their difficulties, Trials 
are the common lot of our race. The 
trials of the household will be all the 
easier to bear If the housckceper and 
her servant meet them with clasped 
hands. cach calling the other her sister, 

Borvants sometimes seom to have no 
sympathy with the wear and tear and 
the sorrows and tho sicknesses of thelr 
housckeeper’s life. They seem to be 
foreigners dwelling for a little while 
under the roof of a home with nothing 
in common between themselves and 
their mistress. Mr. Beecher once de- 
scribed a summer jaunt through Ger- 
many. He said that it was one of the 
strangest experiences he ever had, be 
cause np to that time he had never 
placed his foot upon European soll. All 
ebout him were men and women living 
a distinct Ute of thelr own. They 
bought and they sold, traveled in rall- 
road trains and ate In hotels) These 
people lived alongside of biw. Yet he 
was a thousand miles away from them. 
He could not speak their language. He 
had nothing with which to draw him 
and them together. So some of the 
servants living under our roofs seem 
to speak n foreign tongue. They never 
seem to become “familized.” They do 
not care what happens to us in any 
way. If death comes, or sickness 
comes, or great trouble comes, they 
will heartiessly leave us at a moment's 
notice and let us get along the best 
way we can. 

Meteal Sympathy. 

But, housekeepers, why should you 
expect your domestics to sympathize 
with you tn your time of trouble? You 
say that your cook left you during 
that awful crisis when your husband 
was bovering between life and death 
on account of typhold fever, But have 
you ever sympathized with your sery- 
ant In her sickness? Tell me frank- 
ly, have you ever stopped for one mo- 
ment to realize that you had a buman 
being, an immortal soul, working for 
you in the kitchen, or have you regard- 
ed her only as a little cog in the domes- 
the machinery, which can be thrown 
away as soon ns it is useless? Your 
eyes hare been red with weeping from 
sitting up by your baby’s crib. Did 
you think to ask why your chamber- 
maid's eyes were red with weeping 
an the day after she received that let- 
ter with a foreign postmark? You have 
had a hard financial struggle to get 
niong and make ends meet. You have 
complained again and again because 
the female help ia so wasteful. Yod 
say: “They will let the furnace go out, 
and then you must start it up again 
with extra coal and wood. They will 
not turn down the gus in the dining 
room and the parior and in the halla, 
nd they @ not care If the bills run 
k They will throw away good meat, 
because they nre too Indolent to cook 
it in another form.” Dut, my sister, 
did you er stop to sympathise with 
your servant's fAnancial struggle? 
Some of giris aro humble 
heroines. We think of a beroine as a 
Grace Darling, rowing away from ber 
father's lighthouse, in the teeth of an 
awful storm, to sare n shipwrecked 
crew. Under the pinin dress of your 
humble domestic there may be beating 
as brave n heart as that of the famous 
English girl. Why la she working and 
so carefully economizing? For berself? 
Oh, no. She ls perhaps sending home 
all her wages to support ber old par- 
ents or to help eduente her orphaned 
brothers and sisters. If you were to 
go into your servants’ room today per- 
haps you would And they did not have 
sufficient clothes to keep them warm. 
Why should your servants «sympathize 
with your troubles If you care so little 
for theirs

Dety of the Honsckeeper. 

Sympathy. God given, practica) sym 
pathy, enn brenk down many a barrier 
which today separates the kitchen 
from the parlor. Christopher Colum- 
bus’ life proves what well directed 
sympathy ean do After the great 
Genoese mariner had returned from his 
voyages of discovery jeslousies arose. 


If a farmer knowingly sends false 
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Now, bousckeepera, le it right to ex 
pect your servants to be proud to work 
in the kitchen when you yourself are 
ashamed to be found doing kitchen 
work? Is it more of an Intellectual ac- 
complishment to be able to speak poor 
French than it fs to cook good bread? 
Lord Aberdeen, the governor general 
of Cannda, did not think so. A few 
years ago, in a public speech, he sald 
that the most pleasant experience of 
his sojourn in America was in the fol- 
lowing incident: He was, in an official 
capacity, traveling through one of the 
Canadian provinces and was stopping 
at a prominent official’s home. After 
an elnhorate meal, perfectly cooked 
and perfectly served, he turned to the 
hostess and congratulated ber upon her 
cook. With that the lady's face light- 
ed up with pleasure, as she answered: 
“My lord.4 thank you for your com- 
pliment. Your words of praise sink 
deep into my heart. This afternoon 
our regular cook was taken sick and 
o my daughter took ber place. She 
will be in presently from the kitchen. 
You can then, face to face, con, ratu- 
late ber upon ber success,” 

Ia it a disgrace, as many women seem 
to think it is, for a mother to be seen 
wheeling her baby carriage along the 
street with her own flesh and blood In 
that carriage? For my own part I 
think such a public sight of a wife and 
mother is a far more honorable one 
than for such a woman to be seen car- 
rying around a pet dog or to be seen 
out driving with a French poodle by 
her side. You may smile if you will at 
the figure I have drawn, but I may 
unto you, oh, wives and mothers, that 
you can never get your servants to ap- 
precinte the nobility of a domesti¢ call- 
ing until you yourself fully realize that 
the greatest work and the most honor- 
able work you can have is that which 
is to be found within the four walls of 
a consecrated home. 

The housekeeper is ber servants’ 
model. Then she must give to them 
ber love as well as ber sympathy. “Oh, 
no,“ some housewife answers, I could 
not love my servants. I could sym- 
pathize with them in their troubles, but 
I could not love them. Why, if I loved 
them I should have to receive them 
into the ‘holy of holies’ of my beart. 
should in one sense have to make 
them part of my own family. 1 
cannot piaco my servants side by side 
with my children.” Yes, my sister, 
you can love as well as sympathize 
with your domestics. You can, give 
them your heart as well as your hand. 
You can make them part of your house- 
hold. You can look upon your domestic 
help in the same t King Solo- 
mon looked upon Mi pe verbally 
painting the ideal condition of his home 
when he wrote, And tad servants 
born in my home.” That means, as I 
take it, that the servants were part of 
Himself. it any troubles should come 
those servants would cling to bim and 
love him on aecount of the love with 
which he loved them. You can learn to 
love your servants Just the same as 
your servants can work for you from a 
higher motive than that of getting 
money. They can learn to love you. 

Cords ef Adection. 

Housewives, if you will only learn to 
love your servants and make their in- 
terests your intercets, that love would 
be returned to you in a thousand bless 
ings. We can prove this by the aliver 
corda of affection which bound some 
of the southern planters to thelr black 
slaves. Did not those slaves return 
their masters’ love by a noble devo 
tion? There was many and many a 
woman in the south who, after her 
husband had been abot in the civil war, 
would have starved to death bad not 
the strong limbed negroes who worked 
for bor as “slaves of the law” coutla- 
wed, of their own free will, to work for 
ber as “slaves of love.” Thero war 
many a wounded Confederate soldier 
who would have died had not his body 
servant, who ensily could have escaped 
into the northern lines, gladly and wiii- 
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to turn over mew leat and start 
afresh for Christ? Is it not a good re 
solvo to try to settle this “servant 
once for all by surrender- 
fing yourself, body and mind and soul. 
‘to the service of your Master? 
The Servant of All, 

The spiritual influence which a con- 
secrated Christian woman can have 
over the life of ber servant was well 
shown by Rev. Francia E. Clark of the 
Christian Endeavor society. He told 
this beautiful story soon after his re- 
turn from Chinn: The wife of ah 
American missionary, who was massa- 
cred in the late Chinese uprising, was 
one day teaching a Sunday school class, 
among whom was one of her Chinese 
servants. This servant girl, by coming 
in contact with ber mistress, was not 
only led to the feet of Christ, but also 
was led to belleve that her faithful 
mistress was her true spiritual ad- 
viser. So this day the young gir! looked 
up into the face of this Christian Indy 
and said: “Missionary, as you talk 
about the great joys.of heavon I would 
like to ask you a question.

Ob, housewives and house- 
keepers, in your dealings with your 
servants may you reveal the same gen- 
tle Christian life that the martyred 
Christian lady showed to her house- 
hold, In your prayers, in your conse- 
eration, in your family altars, in the 
purity of your life, may you always 
help your household servants to look 
beyond the grave and to look up. Then, 
when your domestics, through your 
Christian example, walk band in hand 
with Jesus Christ there will be no 
“servant question.“ Why? There shall 
be no unfaithful and elothbful do- 
mestics. 

Housewives and housekeepers, heed 
well the importance of consecrating 
your lives to Christ, not only for your 
own sake, but also for the sake of your 
servants. Remember that it is far 
easier for you to commit a sin against 
those whom you suppose to be lower 
than you than it is against those whom 
you suppose are above you. It ia 
easier for a parent to sin against a 
child than for the child to defy a par- 
ent. It is easier for a king to do an 
open wrong to a subject than for a 
subject to flagrantly sin against a king. 
And remember, further, that God 
judges our actions just as much by 
how we treat our cattle as our mas-

May the Spirit inspire every 
housewife to live auch a holy life that 
her servants can well take her as a 
spiritual model and can see tn her face 
a reflection of the loving amile of Jesus 
Christ, who willingly became the serv- 
ant of all.
